GULF STREAM MARKS. 


The latest shapes, in 
White, Pink and Blue, 


tfcs Ortas Plmlalr Is4leslt4. 

The color of the stream 1* percepti¬ 
bly deeper blue than that of the nelifb 
■ boring sea, this bluenea* forming one 
of the standard references of the uan- 
tk-al novelists. The depth of color Is 
due to the high percentage of salt con¬ 
tained aa compared with the cold green 
water of higher latitudes, observation 
having shown that the miore salt held 
In solution by aea water the more In¬ 
tensely blue la Its color. Thus even !u 
extratroplcsl latitudes we sonietltu.. 
observe water of a beautiful bine col¬ 
or. as for Instance, In the Mediterra¬ 
nean and In other nearly landlocked 
basins, where the Influx of fresher wa¬ 
ter. being more or less Impeded, the 
percentage of salt contained is raised 
by evaporation above the average, aaya 
tlie National Geographic Magazine. 

Another Important fact In connection 
wltb the stream Is Its almost tropical 
temperature, due to the fact that its 
high velocity enables It to reach the 
middle latitudes with very little loos 
of heat. Upon entering Its limits the 
temperature of the sea water frequent¬ 
ly shows a rise of tcu degrees and even 
fifteen degrees. It was this fact that 
gave to the stream In the later years 
of tbs eighteenth century and the ear¬ 
lier years of the nineteenth an Impor¬ 
tance In the minds of navigators that 
It no longer poss e sses. In those daya 
the chrpnometer, Invented by Harri¬ 
son In 1706, was still an experiment. 
Instruments were crude and nautical 
tables often at fault. 

The result was that the determina¬ 
tion of the longitude was largely a 
matter of gueaawork. a vessel after a 
voyage from the channel to America 
often being out of her reckoning by de¬ 
grees instead of by minutes. The Idea, 
first suggested by Benjamin Frnnkliu.
